Quartz v. Tlacer Milling. 

On several rodent oooasionB we 
have ondeavorod to draw public al 
teution to tho importance of initiative 
stepB being tttUoti towards unfolding 
tho latent wealth of our quartz veins. 
No exporioncod miner doubts tho ex- 
istence of extensive and vuluablo auri- 
ferous deposits in various parts ol 
British Columbia, which aro onlv 
awaiting tho researches of tho pros- 
pector, aud before tho lapse of many 
Bousons, tho unrivalled cluim of Wil- 
liam Creek to bo designated tho rich- 
est mining camp in tho country, may, 
and no doubt will bo, entirely eclipsed 
by greater discoveries elsewhere j but 
cxperior co has taught us a sovero les- 
son, and wo can no lougor afford to 
hang our fortunes on a broken roed. 
Until placer mining becomes a supple- 
mental and jiot the main source ol 
our aiining wealth, wo shall ho sub' 
joct to a recurrence of such relapses 
aud disastrous ordeals as that from 
which wo aro now oniorging. With 
agricultural and industrial resource* 
still in their infancy, and trade nar- 
rowed down almost to a quos.ion ol 
local demand and supply, it is clear 
that the actual sustaining powor cl 
the United Colonies lies in tho yield 
of our gold mines. As a moans ol 
wealth, it has proved a sad and dan- 
gerous illusion. Tho wholesale oxo- 
dus that has taken place, and tbo pre- 
sent condition of forty-nine out ol 
fifty of those who were i llurod to thin 
country by tho reported discovery ol 
the precious metal in fabulous q/ian- 
tiiies, lurnish living testimony of the 
utter in efficacy of tho mines of Cari- 
boo, rich though they unquestionably 
are, to susluiu oven u population of u 
few thousand. At the best of times, 
on William Creek the claim that was 
paying largo dividends was the ex- 
ception, not the rule, and in most in- 
stances tbo gold taken out was sent 
out of the country as last as it was 
taken out of tho ground, ft was in 
fact on imported capital and not on 
legitimate productive wealth, that the 
country wa- subsisting. So long as 
largo sums of money continued to bo 
expen led in prospocting claims, labor 
was required, and money was kept in 
circulation. While immigrants with 
money continued to arrive by bun- 
rods, shiploads ot goods poured in, and 
trade flourished; hut tho day of reckon- 
ing carao and tho delusive gloss had to 
bo rubbed oil'. Tho population of the 
mines in tbo courso of timo was re- 
ducod to tho number that could find 
remunerative omploymont in thorn, 
wbilo traders who had rushed goods 
through at groat oxponso, found their 
stocks too largo, and heavy losses 
woio sustained in consequence. 
Meanwhile William Creek, though it 
maintained its high reputation, was 
found to bo no phice for a poor man; 
tho largo sums taken out only bene- 
fitted a few, and tho great oxponso ol 
working tho mines beggared more 
than were enriched. The Bed Hock 
Drain, when completed, would, it was 
thought, bo tho salvation of the creek, 
and many good claims were laid over 
last summer anticipating through its 
aid, a rich harvest this soason. This 
made things very dull last your, and 
all hopes were then centered upon the 
rosult ol tho next mining campaign, 
Tho oarly part of this season cer- 
tainly gave ovory promise of those 
hopes being realized to the fullest ex- 
tent, the claims were all taking out 
ruoro or less pay, gold was more gen- 
erally distributed than it had over 
been before, and scarce ao idlo nan 
was to be scon upon the creek; but 
alas I for tbo mutability of human af- 
fairs, tho weather became too dry and 
fine for mining purposes, water gave 
out and caused a suspension of opera- 
tions that lasted throughout tho best 
part of the season, producing much 
distress, and extending its bane- 
ful effects all over the country. We 
say nothing of the failure ot tho 
Big Bond and Bridge River diggings, 
bocauso puulio confidence in them 
was based upon too slender foun- 
dations. But, whatever may Do 
tho causes of our decline, it is clour 
that tho timo is arriving when tho 
prosperity of tho country must rest 
upon something moro solid and real 
than the precarious yield of our placer 
mines; tho development of our nu- 
merous quartz ledges is one of the 
most practicable means within roach 
of attaining Limt end. On Canyon 
and Cedar Creoles, in Big Bond, Kooto- 
nay, and elsewhere, quartz, apparently 
of tho richest kind, hus been recently 
found, and In boiuo cases specimens 
h&Vi-. boon sent down for assay. Those 



discovorioB have awakoned a kocn in- 
terest among the minors themselves, 
who aro anxious that their value 
should bo tested. In noticing an ar- 
ticlo on this subject that appeared in 
our columns, tho Cariboo Sentinel says : 
" That tho wholo of this mining com- 
munity aro quito alivo to tho bonefitB 
that would result from tho develop- 
ment of our quartz ledges was lately 
shown by tho anxiety exprosFed for 
Having a test quartz mill erected. Un 
aided individual ontorprlso at thih 
critical moment is inadequate for the 
undertaking, though the spirit is will- 
ing tho purso is weak, While tho Ad- 
ministrator of tho Government was 
hero tho subject was urged on his at- 
tention, and although ho approved of 
tho project and promised material aid 
to lorry it through, still no action has

The 
i:ouniry is crying aloud for somo lrosh 
impetus to rescue it from prostration, 
and if tho Government remains inert, 
it will bo the duty of tho logislaturo 
directly it meets to take tho matter in 
hand, and doviso means for thoroughly 
icsl.ng this source of wealth.

bushels of grain lor the farmers. Ten horses 
and nine men arc required to run tho machine, 
and it perlorrna in one week work that would 
require that amount of help months to ncccm, 
plisb. In California, wbero tho grain is dry 
and the straw short, the machine would 
turn out 10U0 bushels of grain per day. The 
machine is a wotidei, and wo hail its appear- 
ance as an evidence of the progress our agri- 
culturalists are making.

Westminster Abbey .mil (In 1 Tower ol 
Loudon, 

The Archaeological Congress, recently in 
session in London, has had somo interesting 
papers read before them. We extract Irom 
the proceedings a summary of the papers on 
medircval London : 

THE DEAN Ol'' WESTMINSTER'S LECTURE ON HIE 
ABBKY. 

After tho company had assembled in I he 
Chapter House, the Dtau delivered a lecture 
on the history of the Abbey. A short time 
since, he delivered a leeiilro on the same 
subject at oflo of iho evening meetings at 
i t>e Royal Institution, in width he noticed 
generally the principal monuments in the 
Abbev ; but on tins occasion, he eoofinod 
ids remarks to the burial mid inounrneuls ol 
lCings. In the previous lecmre, he bad 
observed that it was a peculiar characteristic 
ol the Kings ol England ih.it they selected 
their place of burial within the sighl ol lie ir 
palace, ol which practice Russia .ill irded the 
only similar examplo, Westminster Abbe) 
tun! seldom been selected as a place lor Royal 
marriage, Henry I. and Richard II. having 
tieen the only Eoglish Kings married iherv. 
It was, howevi r, the only building in Europe 
in which tho coronation and the burials ol 
Koyal personages tool; pi ,ce. 

Edward the OunfeBaor was the lirst King 
who was positively Btatod to have been 
Ouriod there, aud it was aome tiinu bulore 
his successors followed ins example, for i 1 
was natural tli.il Kings should like to be 
buried in Iho churches limy I. ad founded 
After noticing tho burial places ol Btiveral 
ol the Kings after Edward, nod adverting to 
iho fact that WealmitlBter Abbey had been 
exclusively built by the Crown, the Deal 
proceeded to mention the great olieration 
igiual building b' 



that were niado in t 

Henry III. who expended such large sums 
ol money on the building that it, wa< one ol 
tho main causes ol his quarrels with the far 
lament. It was the custom at that timo, 
wben rebuilding a church, to sweep away 
the previous structure, and that had been 
done by Henry with Edward the Coulesaor's 
Abbey at Westminster. Tho shrine, bow. 
ever, of the Confessor was religiuasly pre- 
served. 

Henry 111. intended at one lime hi have 
been buried in the Temple Church, hut as 
ho grew older, his attachment io the Abbey 
increased, and twenty years alter Ins death 
his body was deposited on the spot whero 
Ins lomb is to be seen ; but bis heart was 

sent to Foutoroy, the ubbess of the convent Archbishop Whately oueo puzzled a nnnj 
thoru having laid claim to it because Henry her ol clever men in whoso company ho Wa: 
bad on«e promised thai he should lie buried by asking them this question :" How is 
there. That wob the last trace ol the coundo lhat while sheep eat more than black V 
lion of English Kings with Normandy. Some were not aware ol tho curious laol ; 
Henry had made oxtBUslve arrangements ft"- I others set to work and tried to give learned 
the burial o) all the members of iho Koyal and long reasons ; but thoy were ull anxious 
lamily in Westminster Abbey, and he by to know the real cause. After keeping them

had remained there ever idnce, with one 
remarkable exception. 

At the installation of Oliver Cromwell the 
stone was taken from the Abbey lo West- 
minster Hall, lhat Cromwell might sit upon 
it whilo the ceremony wus performed, Tbu 



M. de D'lale has published a monography 
on tho " Kat." He considers thai Iho mus 
rutins is not a species nor even a vanely, bin 
a race climatic and parasitic. Its parents in 
tho mus Alexandrius, which, on entering the 
lemperato /.one, has gradually been trans- 
formed into Ibe Al. raltus. The Alexandrian 
rat first entered thuso countries toward the 
end of the twelfth century, and in the six- 
teenth had complutud its metamorphosis. 



Doan mentioned in succession the Kings who 
had been buriod in tho Abbey, and noticed 
the arrangements that bad been made lor the 
placing ol the coffins after the Chapel of 
Edward the Conlessor had been filled. 
Henry VI. was very anxious to find a place 
where ho could be buried in the Abbey, and 
it was proposed lo birn by the abbot to re- 
move the body of Henry V.; but to that he 
objected, Baying : "Ho lies there like a noble 
prince — lei him reat, 1 will not disturb him." 

Henry VII. built St. Ceorge's Chapel at 
Windsor, and a mausoleum for Henry VI. ; 
but Ibe Privy Council determined that, a g 
dial King hail expressed a wish 10 bo buriod 
in the Abbey, his body should n«t rest B | 
Windsor, consequently Henry VII. deter- 
mined on building the chapel, now known by 
ins name, as a lilting burial place lor bis pre- 
decessor. That was the object lor which 
the cLapol was built ; but it is a doubtful 
question, after ull, whero Henry VI. Was 
ouried. For many years past no royal per- 
sonage had been interred iu the Abbey, and 
until ou a recent occasion, when it received 
i ho body of tho Duke do Montpensior, who 
though a Uoman Catholic and a Frenohman 
had desired to have his last resting place 
with the Kings ol England. 

TIIK TOW ICR OF LONDON. 

In the evening Howorth Dixon lectured at 
ihe Jermyu street Museum, " On the Tovvre 
of Loudon. Sol against tho Tower ol Lon- 
don, he said, with its SOU years of historic 
lilo, its 1UU0 years of tradition lame, all 
other paiaces and prisons appear but ol yus- 
le day. The oldest bit ol palace iu Europe. 
Burs.', in Vienna, is of the timo ol Henry III. • 
die Kremlin, iu Moscow, tho Doges' Paluzzo 
in Venice, are »t tho Fourteenth OonlUry, 
I'ho Bastile is gone, and the Bulgello con- 
verted into a museum of peaceful arts. Vm 
eennos, Spandau, Spilberg, Magdeburg 
are all modern in comparison with the jail j u 
which Kalph Flambard, our unruly Bishop 
of Durham, was cou fined to so long ago as 
1100 — the time of iho first crusade. 

Avoiding the ground trodden in the vari- 
ous special histories and guide books Mr 
Uixon devoied himself more especially lo the 
.uost prominent of the personages who a.s 
loyally, guests or prisoners, bad resided 
ivilhin its walls, beg nning with Henry III. 
,vho was load of living iu tho I'owor, and 
<pent a good deal ol uiulioy in building now 
woilfs, to Die great annoyance of bis peoplo 
iii a buse eyes it was the relugo and weupou 
of a tyrant. It was, however, in tho excel- 
lent selection ol telling incidents that M r 
Dixon wus most sucoesslul. fake Sir Henry 
Wyat as an example. Wyal was a Laocaa. 
Irian iu politics, and under the reign of Rich- 
ard III., spent not a liltlo ol bis time in the 
I'owor. The Wyat piper-j toll us: "He 
was imprisoned often ; once in a cold and 
narrow tower, where ho had neither bed to 
lie on nor clothes sufficient to warm him, nor 
meat lor his mouth. He bad starved there 
had not God, who sent a crow to teed his 
prophet, sent this, his and his country's 
martyr, a cat both lo feed and warm him. 
It was his own relation unlo thciw Irom whieu 
I had it. A cat came one day down into 
the dungeon unto him, and as it were, oflered 
bersoll unto mm. lie was glud of her, laid 
her in bis bosom lo warm him, and by mak- 
ing much ol her won her luvo. Alter this 
she would come every day unto him divers 
timos, aud whou ehe co ild gel one, bring him 
a pigeon. Ho complained to tiis keeper ol 
his cold and short lure. Ihe answer was, 
' ho dursl not better it.' ' But," mid Nit 
Henry, ' il I can provide any will you prom, 
iso lo dre-s it lor mo V ' 1 may well enough,' 
said he, (llie keeper.) 'you are sale lor thai 
mailer. ' And being urged again promised 
him, aud kept his promise, dressed for him, 
from time to lime, such pigeons as hisaca. 
ler the cat, provided tor him." 

Sir Henry Wyat in his prosperity for this 
would ever make much of cats, as other men 
A>ill of their spaniels or hounds : and, per- 
haps, you shall not find his picture any where 
hut like Sir Christopher Halton with bis dog, 
wi'hout a oal beside him. The prisoner hu„ 
ihis laithtul cat panned wit'; a pigeon in ii M 
paws, offering it through the grated window 
ol Lis duogeon. That picture is in the col- 
lection ol biBlorioal portraits now ou view in 
South Kensington. In ihis way sometimes as 
court, sometimes as prison, utmost tvory 
noted room was peopled with speaking in- 
mates, aud the personal traits ot many his- 
totic persons brought lorcibly out. 

All for Lqvb. — The Walla Walla Slatet-

Hi- plan was 
io wait until tho store wa- closed at night, 
when he would remain behind ami pass oui 
at a icar door whatever articles wen re- 
quired to ihe old man Sbuttuok, who earned 
Uiem oil. vVbou di-eove, ad, aiiei detuurriuij 
lor a timo, he made a loll coclession, and slat- 
ed the manner ol his operulious..
